o u r repu blic resplendent with mag­ 
nificent achiev ements, mo st no table 
o f which are the achiev ements o f 
the sev enteen mo nths past, I am 
ready to say mo st emphatically with 
y o u : ‘‘I thank Go d that I— I also am 
an American.” 
Go d is and reigns. 
In His o m­ 
nipo tent hand lies the destiny o f the 
earth and the u niv erse; bu t the fiat 
o f His so v ereign will is ex ecu ted 
thro u gh the agency and the instru 
m entality o f cho sen men. 
So there 
has been a co nstant pro gress o r ev ­ 
o lu tio n in the affairs o f men; and 
m an fro m his earliest histo ry has 
been adv ancing, slo wly he has fo u ght 
his way to wards tru th. 
Fear, sin and 
su perstitio n hav e impeded his path 
bu t they co u ld no t k eep him in their 
false shrine. 
The div ine right o f 
k ings and hu man slav ery were o ther 
impediments that blo ck ed his way 
and war and his sisters, famine and 
pestilence, harassed him bu t his faith 
was inex tingu ishable. 
W ith the establishment 
o f 
the 
Christian religio n man began to find 
himself. 
The way has been lo ng 
and we hav e as y et no t fu lly fo u nd 
o u rselv es, bu t the day is co ming. 
Nearly three sco re y ears since, hu ­

It has bewildered all men 
with a bewilderment o f u tte r ho rro r 
The k ings and princes

ar.no inted 
hav e 
abdicated 
their 
tin o nes and are in hiding. 
Their 
empires are shattered, their ty ranny 
bio wn u p, their armies and nav ies 
su rrendered. 
They , at any rate, will 
nev er again spo rt with hell. 
As to 
their fu rther pu nishment fo r their 
crimes u po n civ ilizatio n let them be 
tried befo re a co u rt o f pro per ju ris­ 
dictio n as any co mmo n criminal, and 
let the pu nishment be adequ ate. 
The illu sio ns o f war are u nder­ 
sto o d and no deprav ed ambitio n will 
ev er be able to u se war as a means 
o f acco mplishing u nho ly ends. 
The 
go spel o f bro therho o d is no w hav ing 
a hearing and antago nistic passio ns 
and preju diee#are, we ho pe, fo rev er, 
hu shed. 
Yet u nless we tak e adv an­ 
tage o f the u nprecedented o ppo rtu n­ 
ity and try to weld hu man natu re in­ 
to better fo rms while the heat o f 
w ar’s fires mak e it malleable to reas­ 
o n and tru th, it will harden again and 
resu me tragic po licies. 
Adv ices as 
to what we shall do are plentifu l, ancj o u r willingness to wo rk to geth- 


au u sno rn o r its 
po wer, 
u ntamed 
demo cracies may be no better. 
Un­ 
less the Christian faith is pu t into 
practice natio ns will be lik ely to pro v e 
as cru el as the ru lers who ru ined 
them. 
And the peo ple o f the Cen­ 
tral po wers were no t mu ch better 
than their ru lers. 
The k aiser co u ld 
no t hav e wo rk ed his diabo lical wick ­ 
edness witho u t the assent and co ­ 
o peratio n o f the peo ple. 
And u n­ 
less natio ns ev ery where are bro u ght 
u nder so me definite co de fo r their 
interests and against their fo llies, 
they will remain the to o ls o f iniqu ity . 
Germany is wreck ed and her ru in is 
the ru in intended fo r o thers. 
Nev er 
befo re has this Scriptu re law been 
so emphatically fu lfilled: ‘‘W hatso ­ 
ev er a man (o r natio n) so weth, that 
shall he also reap.” 
Germany fell 
into the pit she herself du g. 
And 
I hav e no t been able to disco v er that 
Germany ’s defeat indicates any so r­ 
ro w fo r what she has do ne. 
There 
is no repentence. 
R ather is it a deep 
chagrin and disappo intment fo r her 
failu re to achiev e what she set o u t 
to do . 
And if she is to be admitted 
into the leagu e o f natio ns let that 
priv ilege be giv en o nly when she has 
bro u ght fo rth fru its meet fo r re­ 
pentence. 
Su rely it will no t be at 
all difficu lt fo r the allies to fo rm a 
leagu e o f natio ns. 
If the flags o f the 
allies can flo at to gether in war they 
can be ho isted o n the same standard 
fo r the enfo rcement o f that ju stice 
that prev ents war. 
Ano ther 
v icto ry 
fo r 
which 
we 
heartily giv e thank s is the v icto ry 
o v er o u rselv es. 
We had tho u ght that 
America’s iso latio n, being 3000 miles 
away fro m the scene o f carnage, re­ 
liev ed her o f respo nsibility and sac­ 
rifices. 
Bu t we learned that no na­ 
tio n, as well as no indiv idu al, liv eth 
to himself, and o u r v icto ry o v er o u r 
smu g selfishness has been acco m­ 
plished.

I do no t mean abso lu te dis-

gle bent o n the pu rest mo tiv es and get r *d 
su perflu o u s arma- 
actu ated by the highest and no blest raents o n land and sea* and su bmit 
pu rpo ses. 
Had it been any o ther 
way ho w co tfld o u r bereav ed o nes 
hav e bo rne their 
cru el 
so rro ws? 
Ho w co u ld any o f u s hav e endu red to 
see the lo ng list o f casu alties in the 
daily papers and hav e realized the 
great nu mber o f no ble liv es gladly 
laid do wn, and manly y o u ng bo dies 
maimed and inju red bey o nd reco v ­ 
ery ? 
And when we think o f the 
fearfu l sacrifices o f Great Britain,

bilities and co mpu te what ethical 
and religio u s capital we hav e— cer­ 
tainly as well as phy sical capital— 
to see if we are able to reco nstru ct 
so ciety u po n a righteo u s basis. 
And 
this bu siness depends no t u po n o u r 
le a d e rs—the Llo y d Geo rges o r the 
Wilso ns— no t u po n the so ldiers, bu t 
u po n o u rselv es, singly and perso nal­ 
ly , o n each so litary indiv idu al's ideas 
o f ju stice and peace. 
Let us remember the pledg es we

dispu tes between natio ns by arbitra­ 
tio n instead o f by the fo rce o f arms. 
This is tho idea o f Mr. Carnegie, and 
his Peace Palace at The Hagu e is 
tho co ncrete « ex pressio n o f his idea; 
bu t that is witho u t au tho rity . 
Let it 
bo cro wned with au tho rity by the 
federatio n o f natio ns and su ppo rted 
by an internatio nal po lice fo rce o f 
su fficient size, and the peace o f the 
wo rld will he assu red. 
What m at­ 
ters the gro wth o f science, the ex ­ 
pansio n o f indu stry , the enlargement 
o f so cial ideals if they are lo cated in 
a v o lcanic crater o f hate and jeal­ 
o u sy , liable to bu rst fo rth at any 
minu te. 
Ev en if au to cracy is dead 


er. 
Ou r u nhappy div isio ns are deep­ 
ly seated and it was tho u ght they 
co u ld no t easily be remo v ed. 
Bu t 
they were, and we sho u ld co ntinu e 
to pro test against the separatisms o f 
Christianity . 
The w ar’s afterm ath 
challenges mank ind, fo rces ev ery bo dy 
to u nmask , strips k ings o f their sho d­ 
dy regalia. 
It say s to the chu rch, 
‘‘Art tho u the o ne that sho u ld be at 
this time, o r do we lo o k fo r ano th­ 
e r? ” 
It mu st testify what it really 
feels abo u t so cial qu estio ns, po liti­ 
cal qu estio ns, mo ral qu estio ns. 
Pre- 
millenarians repro ach so me o f u s fo r 
being earthly in o u r aspiratio ns. Bu t 
the eco no mies and mo ralities o f the 
o nly eternity that I k no w any thing 
abo u t are here and no w. 
The King 
o f Heav en warns u s that o u r fu tu re 
state hangs o n o u r faithfu l stew ard­ 
ship. 
His co mmand is ‘‘Occu py u n­ 
til I co me.” 
We mu st no t do any ­ 
thing else. 
We mu st be carefu l to 
ex press Him rightly , that men may 
see in u s what we wo u ld hav e them 
see in Him. 
I hav e no hesitancy in say ing that 
the v icto ry fo r which we giv e thank s
